vehicle. A traffic stop was conducted during which the officer 
smelled marijuana coming from the vehicle. The defendant was 
asked about the marijuana and indicated that he had just 
finished smoking marijuana. 

At that point, the deferKlant was removed from the 
vehicle and placed under arrest. The officers found a burnt 
marijuauia cigarette in the vehicle. A further search of the 
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vehicle revealed in the rear passenger's seat on the driver's 
side, it was actually loose and lifted up the actual seat, and 
found a hat which contained over a hundred grams of heroin araJ 
a loaded fnreann. 

Ttie vehicle was registered in the defendant's name. 
He was traveling with a female in the front passenger's seat at 
the time. I believe she may have had about $332 in currency in 



her purse. 



That's essentially the facts.

He was on probation for a very serious offense. He's got a lot 
of back-up time, so there is the risk of i^i^t there. He has 
ten years or so back-up time there, I believe, itie sentence 
was 108 months, i think. 

MR. AXAM: Your Honor ~ 

THE COURT: All but 99 ~ strike that. It's 99 
months suspended. So he's facing a lot of time there and he's 
facing a lot of time here if he's convicted on this offense. 

MR. AXAM: Mr. Tillman is not somebody who is running 
from this case, as the court is aware — 

THE axjRT: He turned himself in today, I understand 
that. He's on probation for a very serious offense, though. 
Why should the Court release him? 

MR. AXAM: well, as i stated before, it's certainly 
correct that he's on prdsation. But from all indications he's 
doing fine on probation. 

THE COURT: Well , we krww he was doing fine as of 
January. I dcm't understand what's going on over th^re at 
CSC6A, if anything. The last report it sounds like the 
monitoring officer received was in January. And apparently 
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they don't pick the phDne up each month to find out how people 
are doing. Maybe he was doing all right as of January, but 
he's picked up a new offense as of March and he's been indicted 
so the landscape has chang«3 a little bit. 

MR. AXAM: I realize that, Your Honor. And the only 
thing that I can ever say to an indictment is that Mr. Tillman 
is presumed innocent. 

THE COURT: Absolutely. 

MR. AXAM: when you look at the other factors that 
are available for the Court to consider, the fact that he has 
been working. Certainly since that oiTense his probation in 
that matter, as the Court said, it's a serious matter, but his 
probation is scheduled to expire next year. There's no 
indication that he's been revoked or had any other — i 
understand that CSOSA can't tell us specilncally, but I'm sure 
that they would know if he had been revoked. 

THE COURT: I'm not so sure about that. I'm not so 
sure what's going on over there, if anything. 

MR. AXAM: Well — 

THE COURT: My understanding was they receive a 
progress report once a year or something like that. That's 
what it sounded like Mr. Agubokwu was saying. 

NR. AXAM: what I would ask the court to do — 
THE GOURf: I'm sure if the judges learn that nothing 
is being done, they'll stop transferring those cases for 
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supervision, that's for sure. 

MR. axam: I accept all those concerns, Your Honor. 

But I wcHild ask the CDurt not to draw the most negative 
inference that my client has not been doing what's been 
requested of him, but to draw the opposite. 

THE ODURT: Well , we don't know what's been going on 
since 3anuaf7. The D.C. prctetion officer assigned to monitor 
doesn't monitor and fell asleep at the switch, hte can't tell 
me anytiiing, other than the charges were brought in March and 
they were dismissed and they didn't request any action and he 
found out about this today and he's requesting step-back, which 
I think is reasonable since he's on prcfeation. 

I invite you to file a bond review motion, counsel, 
auTd I'll be hafpy to take it up on the 12th. 

MR. AXAM: very well. 

THE COURT: All right. The parties are excused. 
You'll have to go with the marshal, sir. The parties are
